WHO AND WHAT IS CHRIST? 


Life here and hereafter de¬ 
pends on the correct answer’ 
to that question. It is strange 
that Christ has given the ans¬ 
wer Himself and went to His 
death for the answer He gave, 
and yet few will turn to Him 
to get it. He gave it so clearly 
in statement after statement 
can be found in the Gospels 
that unless we are willing to 
call Him mad, there is no mis¬ 
understanding His claim. Yet 
even the most hostile critics 
will not call Him mad. How¬ 
ever they deny that He is God, 
while calling Him the most per¬ 
fect man in all history. His 
Church plainly states that He 
is God and Man. Christians 
call this mystery the Incarna¬ 
tion. He who is and always 


will be Goa at a definite time 
in history assumed human na¬ 
ture. The result--One Person 
and two natures. This is the 
mystery of the Incarnation and 
we can no more understand it 
than we can understand the 
Trinity. Because it is a Mys- 
stery is no reason for denying 
it. The world is full of mys¬ 
teries that we have to accept 
because they are facts. The 
growth of a tiny blade of grass 
is a mystery, the cosmic ray 
which is claimed to be the Sou¬ 
rce of all the world's energy 
is a mystery. But we accept 
them. 

To accept Christ's claim to 
Godhead we must look on Him 
as a witness. If the intelli¬ 
gence, integrity, and corro- 
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borative evidence of a witness 
stand, the testimony of that 
witness will be accepted by any 
court and by any openminded 
individual. Such a witness is our 
Saviour. So much so that even those 
who deny His divinity admit Him to 
be the all-perfect man, intellectu¬ 
ally and morally towering above all 
mankind. 

Aside from His character our 
Lord presents other credentials 
to His claims to Godhead. These 
are His miracles. For miracles 
are the sign-language of God. 
They are the divine seal put 
upon man and his mission stamp¬ 
ing them as true. For God can¬ 
not approve error. The saints 
of the Old and New Testament 
performed miracles, but always 
as God's agents. They called 
upon God to prove their claims. 
Not so Christ. His miracles 
were done in His Own Name by 
Himself. 

"Young man arise, " "Lazarus 
come forth, " "Thy sins are for¬ 
given . 

Only God can forgive sin. 
The Jews knew this well and 
when they heard His words they 
said within their hearts: "this 
man is a blasphemer." He met 
their opposition by continuing to 
forgive sins. On the occasion 
of His greatest miracle He told 


the bystanders that what he was 
about to do was done to call his 
heavenly Father to witness to 
the truth of His claims and His 
mission. His words were: "that 
they may believe that thou hast 
sent Me." (John XI. 42). And 
at His command a corpse came 
forth after four days in the tomb 
-- Lazarus a living man. 

Christ our Lord is the au¬ 
thority for the Incarnation. His 
deeds prove that He is not mere¬ 
ly the holiest and most perfect 
of men but very God. In times 
past the Church had to defend the 
humanity of Christ, and place 
before the minds of men the 
plain truth that Christ has a true 
human nature, "like unto us in 
all things, sin alone excepted." 
Today that same Church pro¬ 
claims anew that the Perfect man 
is likewise God. Christ made 
clear His claim to divinity, know¬ 
ing that it would mean His death. 
The Priest put Him on His oath 
on the day of His trial: "1 adjure 
thee by the living God, that thou 
tell us if Thou be the Christ, 
the Son of God." (Matt. XXVI. 
63). Jesus answered: "I am 11 
(Mark XIV. 62). On that state¬ 
ment He was declared guilty of 
death.

The marriage of two 
Protestants in a Protestant 
Church is valid before God, 
and nothing can dissolve that 
marriage except the death of 
one of the parties. Divorce 
does not give even such Pro¬ 
testants the right to marry again 
whilst both parties are still liv¬ 
ing. And becoming a Catholic 
has no effect upon the validity 
of such a marriage. 

Why must the Protestant pro¬ 
mise that all children will be 
Catholics? 

You must try to see this 
through Catholic eyes. A non- 
Catholic does not, as a rule. 


believe that his is the only true 
religion, and on the principle 
that one religion is as good as 
another, his conscience does 
not forbid that his children sho¬ 
uld be brought up in the Catholic 

religion. But a Catholic is in a 
very different position. He be¬ 
lieves that his is the only true 
religion, and does not believe 
that one religion is as good as 
another. Now how can a Cath¬ 
olic in conscience hand over his 
children to what he knows to be 
a wrong religion? How can he 
say, "I shaH have all the bene¬ 
fits of the true religion, but my 
children won't"'. Or, "God will 
be worshipped by me in the way 
He commands, but not by my 
children'." Even God could not 
authorize a Catholic to cling to 
the true Faith himself, yet deny 
that Faith to his children. With¬ 
out securing the promises no 
Catholic could conscientiously 
enter upon such a marriage. 

What evidence is there that 
hell exists? 

The very best. The God who 
made us tells us that He also 
made a hell There is a hell 
in which both the bodies and the 
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souls of the lost will be afflic¬ 
ted Thus the gentle Christ 
Hi-nself warns us, "it is exoe- 
dient for thee that one of thy 
members should perish rather 
than that thy whole body go into 
hell." Mk. IX., 29. Remem¬ 
ber that all shall rise some day 
the good and bad alike, the body 
sharing in the fate of the soul. 
"All that are in the graves shall 
hear the voice of the Son of 
God. And they that have done 
evil unto the resurrection of 
judgment." Jn. V., 28. Those 
who are lost will go to ever¬ 
lasting fire. Christ calls it 
"unquenchable fire," Mk. IX., 
44. He tells us of the grim 
sentence, "Depart from me you 
cursed into everlasting fire 
which was prepared for the 
devil and his angels." Matt. 
XXV., 41. Such a solemn ut- 
terence of the judicial sentence 
demands the literal sense. Jud¬ 
ges do not speak in metaphors 
at such moments, "Let him be 
hanged — but of course only 


metaphorically'." And it will be 
conscious suffering. Our Lord 
says, "Their worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not extinguished." 
Mk. IX., 43. And again, "there 
shall be weeping and gnashing 
of teeth." Matt. Xm„ 49. 
Continued conscious suffering 
is the fate of the lost. And 
reason demands such a fate. 
When a man sins gravely, he 
chooses between God and thing 
forbidden by God. He cannot 
have both, and prefers to re¬ 
nounce God rather than the cre¬ 
ated good. If he dies without 
repentance his will is still alien¬ 
ated from God. He would do 
the same thing again if he got 
the chance. And as long as the 
dispositions last, he must do 
without God, and happiness. 
These dispositions lasting for¬ 
ever once this probationary life 
is over, so will the penalty.

HOW DO YOU RATE AS A 
SPEAKER 


We hope this article will be 
of some help to our youth. 
Some of you hold executive 
positions within your clubs 
some probably hold some ex¬ 
ecutive positions on other clubs 
and perhaps some day will hold 
some even in your business. 


This is an extremely talk¬ 
ative world in which we live 
and work. On every hand, we 
encounter discussions, argu¬ 
ments pro and con, speech 
presentations for one purpose 
or another. 
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There are really only a few 
fundamental rules or princi¬ 
ples that you must acquire, 
and they will help you develop 
into a much better speaker, 

Six Primary Steps in Prep¬ 
aring a speech. 

First Step . Write down the 
subject, idea, or theme of your 
talk. Then ask yourself the 
following questions: What is 
my purpose in making this talk 
is it to demonstrate, instruct, 
entertain, inspire, or sell? 

Now that you know the pur¬ 
pose of your talk, the first 
thought that comes to mind 
after you restate your theme 
will have some bearing on it. 
Jot it down. Continue in this 
manner, and you will find that 
within a few minutes you will 
have thought of 12&20 random 
ideas that are unrelated, except 
for their common bearing on 
your stated theme. Jotting down 
an irrelevant thought may cause 
your mind to work harder and 
bring out a heretofore deeply 
buried idea that will be one of 
your own. You see, the harder 
you can make your mind work. 


the deeper it will work in dig¬ 
ging up new ideas. 

Second Step . Go through your 
list and check the items you 
consider best. 

Third Step. Make a speech 
outline which is simply a rough 
chart of ideas, set down in 
logical systematic formation. 
Here is a tentative outline: 

1. Something is wrong. 

2. This is the trouble. 

3. Suggested remedy. 

4. Plan or appeal for action. 

Fourth Step. Pick from your 
choice items those that belong in 
each subdivision. Within the 
subidvision, arrange the items 
on this principle: proceed from 
the least interesting to the most 
important. Thus, you can drop 
the ideas that seem weak, and 
select those that have compelling 
interest. 


Fifth Step. Start the speech 
with one of your best attention- 
getting ideas; make your aud¬ 
ience sit up at once and take 
notice. Then to into the meat 
of your speech -- the filling of

5. Ask a question or a series 
of questions. 

6. Use good quotations. 

7. Give startling, shocking 
facts. 

Sixth Step. Just as you musl 
gain attention with the very first 
word spoken, you must have a 
polished, well-worded, effective 
closing or climax. Here are 
some of the best methods - . 

1. Restate your main points 
as a summary. 

2. Make action compulsory 
urgent.... "do it now". 

3. Pay a sincere compli¬ 
ment . 

4. End with a sincere or 
humorous story that knits 
your theme together. 

5. Use a good strong quo¬ 
tation.

Historical Survey 
of Ukra ine 

Ukraine is a large country 
of some 47, 000, 000 people. It 
is bounded by the river Pripet 
on the North, by the Carpath¬ 
ian Mountains on the West and 
by the river Don on the East. 

The country, often called 
"the granary of Europe," is 
very important industrially and 
agriculturally. It contains rich 
black soil and produces wheat 
and other grains in abundance. 
Its mineral resources include 
coal, iron and manganese. The 
electrical power on the river 
Dnieper is one of the largest 
of its kind in Europe. 

Ukraine is a large country 
with an area of some 220,000 
square miles, even with its 
present boundaries cut down by 
Moscow. Across it flow such 
great rivers, as Dnieper, Dnie- 




ster, Don, making it a natural 
highway between East and West, 
and securing-by its fertile soil 
and mild climate a prosperous 
and hardy people who are not 
afraid of physical labour. 

Kiev is the capital of Uk¬ 
raine. The Trident is its na¬ 
tional emblem and the Yellow- 
Blue colors are its banners. 

The main cities are Khar¬ 
kiv, Luiv, Poltava, Sebastopol, 
Odessa, Stanislaviv, Ternopil, 
Chernyhiv, Uzhorod, Cerniuci, 
Dnipropetrowski, Katerynosla, 
etc. 

The most illustrious Ukrain¬ 
ian Princes since 862 were: 
Rurek, Oleh, Ihor, Sviatoslav, 
Saint Volodymyr, Yaroslaw the 
Wise, who composed the first 
code of laws known as "Ruska 
Pravda" inl020, Iziaslav, Yar- 
aslav Osmomysl, Roman the 
Great, Volodymyr Momamach, 
Daniel, Leo. 

The early Ukraine known 
as Rus under such valient war¬ 
like princes as Ihor, Sviato¬ 
slav, Volodymyr, Yaraslaw, 
was respected throughout Eur¬ 
ope for two centi ies. Its 
clever rulers represented cul¬ 


ture and civilization. Kings 
and emperors of the West were 
proud and happy to be connec¬ 
ted by ties of marriage to them, 
who excelled in culture, wealth 
and trade. 

Unfortunately the Ukrainian 
state had no natural protective 
boundaries against the highly 
mobile and atrocious nomads 
from Asia, as Pechenihy, Pol-, 
ovci, Tartars and Turks. 

Besides continual in roads 
of the Asiatic hordes, the in¬ 
ternal contentions and civil wars 
among the successors of Yar¬ 
oslav the Wise exhausted the 
country and weakened it against 
outside aggression, although it 
was a bulwark of Christian 
civilization for a long time. 
Were it not for Ukraine the 
Asiatic hordes would have oc¬ 
cupied the whole of Europe on 
many occasions, but they were 
withheld by the valiant armies 
of the ancient Rus-Ukraine, 
which can justly be called the 
"bulwark of Christian civiliz¬ 
ation in the East of Europe." 

So the once powerful Ukrain¬ 
ian State came to ruin and was 
conquered by the warlike rulers 
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of Lithuania and Poland. Th¬ 
rough the union of Lublin in 
1569, when the three states, 
Ukraine, Poland and Lithuania 
were supposed to form one con¬ 
federation, at the head of which 
was a common king residing in 
Warsaw, Ukraine lost the rest 
of its independence, becoming 
a Polish colony. Polish land¬ 
lords came to settle in Ukraine, 
mistreating the people and per¬ 


secuting their religion. Natur¬ 
ally this treatment did not fail 
to react upon the Ukrainian 
population.
